itin a box or nest, 
keeping it warm 


and moist, as near the temperature 
of 


the hen as possible 
(which may 
be 


done by laying two bottles 
of warm 


water upon some cotton or wool) 
and 


lay a glass over the box or nest, then 
you can sit or stand, 
as is most con- 


venient, and witness the true modtut 
operandi. 
Now watch 
the little fel- 


low work its way Into the world, and 
you willbe amused and instructed 
as 
I have been. 
Afterit has got its open- 


itig, it commences 
a nibbling motion 


with the point ofthe upper bill on the 
outside ot the shell, 
always 
working 


to the right (ifyou have tne large end 
of the egg from you and the hole 
up- 


ward), until ithas worked its way 
al- 


most around, say within one-half 
an 
inch, in a perfect circle; it then 
forc- 


es the cap or butt end of the shell off, 
and then has a chance 
to straighten 


its neck, 
thereby 
loosening 
its legs 


somewhat, and so, by their help, forc- 
ing the body from the shell.?Ameri- 
can Farm Journal.

Death of a Noted Man. 


Tile telegraph announces tiiat Hon. 
J o h n C. B r e c k i n r i d g e died at his 
residence in Lexington, Kentucky, on 
Monday evening last. 
He had been 
very low for some time, and his death 
was not unexpected. 
The deceased 
was a noted man and his name will 
occupy a conspicuous place lit the 
pages of future American historians. 
B r e c k i n r i d g e was born near the town 
in which lie died, January 21, 1821. 
He was educated at Center College, 
Danville, studied law at Transylvania 
Institute and Settled in Lexington. 
He served as a Major in the Third 
Regiment Kentucky Volunteers dur­ 
ing the Mexican war, but had little 
opportunity for active service. After 
the close of the war he was elected to 
the State Legislature. In 1851 he was 
elected to Congress, and in 1853 a vio­ 
lent campaign closed with his re-elec­ 
tion. 
During the first session of the 
thirty-third Congress the discussion of 
tlie Kansas - Nebraska bill involved 
him in a controversy with C u t t i n g of 
New York, and a duel was agreed upon 
though it went no farther than the 
arrangement of the 
preliminaries. 
During the administration of President 
P i e r c e he was offered the Ministry to 
Spain, but did uot accept it. In 1856 
he was elected Vice-President on the 
B u c h a n a n ticket. In 1850 he was 
nominated for President by one faction 
of the Democratic party and received 
the electoral votes ot all the Southern 
States except Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Missouri. During the 
same year he was elected to the United 
States Senate from Kentucky. He 
afterward w’ent South, entered the 
Southern army and rose to the rank of 
Major-General. In 1865 he was ap­ 
pointed Secretary of W ar under J e f f . 
D a v is , and after the surrender of L e e 
he went to Europe, whence he re­ 
turned in 1868 to his old home in Ken­ 
tucky, where he remained until his 
death.

His 
beuuty Is of the Edwin Booth tppe, If that 
m ay be cal led a type of Its own. He is of pie- 
dium stature, perhaps slightly above, and T 
Judge about forty years of age. I ought not o 
neglect to say that he adopts the Brooklyn 
style of long hair. W hen 1 add that bis eyes 
are large, dark and exi resslve, your readers 
may be able to form a correct pici ure of Miss 
Greeley’s husband, from K ansas.” 
It would seem from this that Leav­ 
enworth, Kansas, has furnished an­ 
other newspaper item. Leavenworth 
is, perhaps, the most beautiful city in 
the West, but has had its prosperity 
ruined by local feuds, desperate politi­ 
cians aud railroad thieves.

shooting scrapes and frauds than any 
city on the Missouri river. 
She has 
had thieves, assassins, dead-beats and 
grasshoppers, but the biggest toad in 
the puddle is this veritable Col.(?) 
N i c h o l a s S m i t h , of Kentucky (?), 
the widower who married I d a G r e e ­ 


l e y . 
He came to Leavenworth from 
Kentucky in the early history of the 
town and his name is 
N i c h o l a s 
V e r r e s S m i t h , but the practical j 
Kansans call him “ Very Ridiculous 


S m i t h . ” 
Having a little education, 
he was selected by J im L a n e as his 
private secretary, and when J im was 
giving his characteristic “ Great God” 
speeches, N i c h o l a s would be posiug 
in classic attitude against one of the 
cottonwood posts of the platform; or 
when J im wanted an illustration from 
aucient mythology, his good-looking 
secretary furnished it. 
N i c h o l a s is 
about six feet high, well built, with 
flowing locks and a face a cross be­ 
tween T i l t o n ’s and J o a q u i n M i l ­ 
l e r ’s, disdains to work and covers his 
face and hands with corn meal at night 
to keep them well bleached. He is a 
lawyer without practice, aud boasts 
that he has never labored for a living. 
He is poor in everything but looks, 
and for years has been a pensioner on 
his sister, Mrs. J o h n s o n ,the widow of 
Col. H. P. J o h s o n , of Kansas, who was 
killed early in the war. 
Early in the late war he received a 
commission in the regular army, and 
was sent to Louisville, Ky., on re­ 
cruiting service, where in two years 
he recruited two men at an expense of 
$6,000 to the Government. Here he 
became acquainted with his first wife, 
a beautiful and accomplished lady, 
daughter of a wealthy Kentuckian, 
who refused to m arry him unless he 
resigned his commission. The gallant 
Captain finally wasted several pages 
of official note telling President L in ­ 
c o l n that he had had a severe strug­ 
gle between his patriotism and bis 
love, but at last his love had tri­ 
umphed, and soon received a brief 
reply on his own communication, 
“ Accepted. A. L in c o l n .” 
It was only a short time afterwards 
that his impecuniosity drove him back 
to L a n e ’s bounty, and the latter ob­ 
tained for him the appointment of 


Minister to Greece, but before his con­ 
firmation he gave Senator S u m n e r a 
piece of his mind and the latter, who 
was Chairman of Foreign affairs, had 
the position stricken from the diplo­ 
matic list. 
After this little rebuff 
Captain S m i t h appeared very seldom 
In public, though lie used to call on 
President 
L i n c o l n , and the inter­ 
views were always an intense amuse­ 
ment to the old rail-splitter. 
S m i t h 
imagined that L i n c o l n greatly ad­ 
mired him, and relates that on one oc­ 
casion L i n c o l n placed his paternal 
hands on his cheeks and said: “ Capt. 
Smith, you are a pretty man; you 
ought to have been a woman.” 
Several years ago S m i t h 's wife and 
child died and he was Inconsolable, 
taking overy occasion to tear his po­ 
etic locks, disarrange his flowing cra­ 
vat,and wring dramatic tears from his 
eyes, when he had an admiring audi­ 
ence; but it is said of him that he 
npver took this dangerous exercise 
until he had looked in a mirror and 
seen that his back hair was just right 
and his moustache nicely waxed. He 
cursed the Almighty for his cruelty, 
aud then ordered a portrait of his de­ 
ceased wife, before which, while the 
artist was painting it, he used to pose 
and stroke his moustache, giving vent 
to his heart-breaking grief in such re­ 
marks as: “ My wife was a pretty wo­ 
man, but not so handsome as I am .” 
In New York he may be Col. N i c h ­ 
o l a s V e r r e s S m i t h , but in Kansas 
lie is aud always will be V e r y R i d i c ­ 
u l o u s S m i t h .

G r e e l e y , the 
daughter of the self-made statesman, 
has married a self-made egotist aud a 
nature-made idiot. 


The Master Cometh. 


There is hound to be trouble in the 
Republican camp. 
The fates have

the 
Republican 
managers have of the cunning diplo­ 
macy of the affable and energetic 
G e o r g e . They know that with only 
the trifling and unim portant assist­ 
ance of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company he routed the sage of Chico 
and drove his forces into the arms of 
the enemy, where they received such 
a squeezing that they have never since 
fully inflated their wind apparatus. 
Alone he did it. They hate G e o r g e 
as his Satanic Majesty does holy 
water. Like S i n b a d ’s Old Man of 
the Mountains, he maintains his posi­ 
tion about the neck of the party and 
they cannot get rid of him.

trols through little A a r o n A. S a r ­ 
g e n t , the Quaker H ill Statesman, 
the Federal patronage of the Pacific 
Coast, and therefore no Federal office­ 
holder dare say him nay. The rank 
and Ale, the mudsills, the great un­ 
washed portion of the party—those 
who do not hold office and have no 
aspirations that way—may fume and 
fret, stew aud sweat, tear and swear 
until the air of San Fraucisco is as 
full of curses as that of Sacramento is 
of mosquitos, but G e o r g e will run 
the Republican party as far into the 
ground as he sees fit. Hence we say 
there is bound to he trouble in the 
camp of that organization.

The examination in chemistry yes­ 
terday afternoon at the H igh School 
was well attended by our citizens in­ 
terested iu the cause of education.

I suppose 
we can rely on some of what is said 
being true. 
We should like to know 
what good horses, harness, wagons, 
cows and young cattle are worth. Is 
there plenty of timber? Please let us 
know the advantages and disadvan­ 
tages, and all about the soil aud cli­ 
mate.

In answer to Mr. Logan we will say 
that the price of land depends on its 
position and improvements. By going 
into the mountains Government land 
can yet be"obtained, but if a settler de­ 
sires a farm with bearing orange trees 
he will have to pay for it. The sheep 
lands bring immense fortunes through 
the herd9 of sheep which are raised on 
them, but would not be desirable for 
farms. Some land raises fine crops 
without irrigation, while other tracts 
require irrigation, but water is plenty 
and easily reached. A country that is 
desirable always has its speculators, 
but the California speculator is no 
worse than the same genus elsewhere. 
Timber in this vicinity is scarce, 
though there is plenty in the moun­ 
tains. Horses are cheaper than in 
Iowa, but cows and cattle are a little 
dearer. 
Wages are good and work 
plenty for men who desire it. Car­ 
penters get $4 per day in gold, and 
other mechanics about the same. 
An 
industrious man is never idle, and witli 
a few years’ labor any intelligent Iowa 
farmer will have a good start, without 
inconvenience from cold weather or 
expense from winter feeding of stook.
